What was charged as an attempt oz 
the part of Mayor Thomipson’s Paz 
eant of Progress company to unload 
a lot of unpaid bills on the taxpayers 
of Chicago in return for a release from 
an unprofitable lease, developed yes 
terday in the city council finance com- 
mittee. 

The discovery provoked a charge 
from Ald. Guy Guernsey that Chicage 
merchants had been forced into sup 
porting the exposition under threats 
and that thé company knew that with 
out administration support the page 
eant would not be a success this year. 
It is a matter which the next admin- 
istration will have to gettle, however, 
as the finance committee passed the 
responsibility on. 

Get $30,000 in Bills. 

Several weeks-ago the committee got 
a lot of bills, totalling nearly $30,000, 
which were incurred by the officials of 
the last pageant. They were some- 
thing of a surprise, as the city only 
gets $50,000 a year from the pageant 
company, for the use of the Municipal 
pier, and the aldermen could nob see 
why the taxpayers should stand the ex- 
eau — 

Then it was discovered that one of 
the leases for the pier, a lease which 
apparently none of the aldermen ever 
saw, contained a provision that the city 
was to pay for all “ permanent, im- 
provements.’ .The matter was taken 
‘up with the pageant officials, who pro- 
; Posed that the city assume the pay- 

ment of the $30,000 and that the com- 
pany was willing to surrender its 
lease. which still has three years to 
run. The threat has even been made 
that the pageant company will sue 
the city to collect about $200,000 ex- 
pehded for “permanent improve 
ments” which the city, incidentally, 
didn’t order.

FOOD POISONING. 

- MONG well informed people, the 
once widely used term “ ptomaine 
poisoning " has beer rather geéen- 
erally abandoned. It was scien- 

tifically inaccurate, and when ‘the can- 
ning industry asked to have it aban- 
doned most people were ready to agree. 

But people do die from spoiled food, 
using the term loosely, at the rate of 


‘about 300 a year in the United States. 


| Somewhere about 20,000 are poisoned oy 
food to a degree considerable enough 
‘to. cause some sort of a report of it. 
The term that has replaced ptomaine is 


| “food poisoning.” 


Efforts to find the cause of these 20,000 
cases. and $00 deaths per year and to 
prevent them have been unremitting. 
Naturally, the causes have been found 
to vary. It has been found that some- 
where between 4 and 15 per cent of the 
cases of food poisoning are due to a 
bacillus called bacilius botulinus. This 
bacillus grows in lightly sealed pack- 
ages from which the air has been ex- 
cluded. To kill it with heat, long con- 
tinued, high temperatures are required. 
The bacillus itself ts not directly poi- 
sonous nor harmful except through a 


(toxin which it secretes. 


—~o 
A vyery careful and extensive study 
of bacillus botulinus, ite distribution in 
nature, the foods which are liable to 
contain it, the temperatures required to 
kill it, and the amount of heat required 
to destroy its toxin, the odor and taste 
of the foods in which it ts contained, and 
methods of protecting against botulinus 
poisoning have recently been made by 
Drs. J. C. Geiger, B. C. Dickson, and 
K. F. Meyer. They found bacillus bo- 
tulinus widely distributed tn the soil. 
It was most abundant fn the virgin soil, 
higher up the sides of mountains and 
least abundant in the low, fertile val- 
leys. Contaminated soll is liable to con- 
taminate foods. 
Outbreaks of botulinus poisoning have 
been reported and proven to be due to 


_préserved string beans, corn, asparagus, 
| apricots, pears, spinach, beets, cottage 
| cheese, mackerel, 


herring, ham, blood 
sausage, salt pork, beef products, chick- 
en, ripe olives, catsup, pork and beans, 
sausages, clams, tuna, and evaporated 
milk. Poisoning is proved to have been 
caused both by commercially canned and 
home preserved products.. To the list 
should be added home bréw. 
oo 

The many newspaper reports about 
‘this newly recognized danger of home 
brew have as their foundation a report 
. of one such outbreak meorts from Cali- 
fornia in 1919. 

The investigators corietude that neither 
the odor, taste, nor appearance of pre- 
served food products containing bacillus 
botulinus poison is distinctive enough to 
serve as a safe guide. Cases are on rec- 
ord where death resulted from eating 
foods that appeared right by all these 


standards. Bven tasting a small portion | 


of a suspected food has caused death tm 
several instances. The only safe plan 
is to use wholesome ingredients, to clean 
them property, and then to heat them 


is never safe to reprocess them. 

The harm in botulinus poisoning is pro 
duced by the toxin. In order to kilJ 
the toxins of botulinism a thorough coak- 
ing is required. Simple heating is net 


enough.

Machen is a Welshman. He was 
born near Caerleon, where the Knights 
of the Round Table feasted and where 
King Arthur held his court. From his 
c he was impregnated with 
Celtic legends and Celtic mysticism, 
and all through his life he has had the 
love for the old religion and the simple 
pleasures of simple men that are the 
characteristics of Gilbert Chesterton 
and Hilaire Belloc. But Machen has 
never had the capacity to advertise his 
faith, his tastes, or his work. He has 
never belonged to any literary coteries. 
He has never been log roiled into fame. 
Literature has been his passion, but 
it has hever been his living: He has 
had a curious career. I met him first 
twenty years ago, when he was a man 
of nearly 40. He was then playing 
small parts in a Shakespearean tour- 
ing company in'the English provinces. 
Afterwards for some years, thanks to 
the rare courage and intelligence of an 
editor, he was the “star” reporter of 
the London Evening News, writing ¢x- 
traordinarily vivid reports and turning 
out copy as if he had been a journalist 
all his life. H. G. Wells once said that 
he much preferred to be regarded as a 
journalist than as an artist. Machén 
would not make the same choice, but 
I think that he infinitely prefers the 
society of the ingenuous newspaper 
man to that of the highbrow man of 
letters. In appearance, as in mind, he 
belongs to a world that is past, and for 
years his short, squat figure wearing 
an antique cape and his fine face and 
bobbed gray hair were familiar in Fleet 
street.
